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NATURALISTS .

HE zebra looked down at me, and 

I thought his ears twitched, Was 

he angry, or just amused? I 

glanced nervously round. They were 

all staring at me: the bull, the buffalo, 

the eland and the elk. The buffalo's 

ears were twitching now——-No! They 

could not twitch, and his neck could 
not move. 

It was made of papier mache, I 
told myself, and you cannot gore 
newspapermen successfully when your 
horns are driven by a papier mache 
neck. 

“ Here we are,” said Mr. Williams, 
suddenly, coming from the other room 
with a book in his hand. “ This will 
show you what I mean .. .”’ 

I was spending an afternoon in a 
taxidermist’s—or naturalist’s, as is the 
description of Mr. Williams’s establish- 
ment. Mr. A. E. Williams showed me 
round, and told me of the beginnings 
ef this business, which is now in its 
70th year. 

The present owner's grandfather, Mr. 
W. J. Williams, was a hatter in West- 
moreland street, whose shop was burnt 
out in the fire of 1860. Moving to 
Dame street, he opened up again, and 
his two sons, Alexander and Edward, 
came into the firm. Interested in 
taxidermy, the two boys spent their 
time over skins, mounts and models in 
the backroom, and now and . then 
Williams, senior, would drop in to see 
what was doing. 

‘‘There must be something: about 
this business,” said my Mr. Williams, 
‘because, pretty soon, the old man 
took to staying in that backroom for 
longer and longer periods. In fact, he 
became so interested that finally the 
hat shop began to interfere with 
taxidermy—so he gave up the hat shop 
completely.”’ 

From that time on, the Williams’s 
have always been naturalists. The 
only breakaway was Alexander, who 
later deserted the chosen profession to 
take up the palette; and who. has not 
heard of Alexander Williams, R.H.A. ? 
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“What does it cost to have a pet 
mounted and stuffed?’’ I asked. The 
answer was that it depended on the 
type and size. <A cat; say, £1 10s. 
A big dog with a long coat would cost 
around £3 10s.; greyhound, short- 
coated, about £6. The reason is that 
the modelling of the greyhound—bring- 
ing out the visible muscle and bone 
structure—is a much more complicated 
job, 

This will be news to those who think 
that mounted animals are merely 
cleaned out, stuffed, and let go at that. 
“When an animal comes in, said Mr. 
Williams, ‘‘ we first measure its body, 
neck, legs and head. Next it is skinned, 
and the skin is put in a preservative. 
At this stage, all that remains of the 
original animal is the skin, the legs, 
and the skull. 

‘‘A wire and wood framework is 
then built, and on this we model the 
animal to scale, using papier mache on 
burlap. When the model is dry, the 
skin is put on and left for four or 
five weeks. After that rt is ready for 
the finishing touches: whiskers, eyes, 
and so on.” 

Fox eyes are &d. 
obtained from . England, 
facturers of false eves. Most expensive 
are sharks’ eyes, which can cost 
several shillings. Mr, Williams models 
the rocks which are used to build up 
the natural backgrounds for his models. 
He also paints the backgrounds them- 
selves. saw some of his fine work, 
which he has exhrbited at the Dublin 
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Sketching Club: landscapes, bird life 

in general, with some _ interesting 

studies of wild fowl. 
BIRDS 


The procedure with birds sounds 
simple, as the expert told it to me. 
“First step is to skin the bird, 
measure the body when removed, and 
take 411 flesh from the bones and legs. 
We then model the body to measure- 
ments. When the model is ready, 
wires are pushed through the legs, 
and the three parts are attached to- 
gether. The skin, which has been 
preserved with arsenical soap, is then 
put on, and some parts of it are filled 
out with chopped tow. When all 
this has been done, the bird is ready 
for stitching up.’’ 

A good naturalist, said Mr. Wil- 
liams, must study birds and animals 
in the field. Only then could he 
accurately duplicate the details of 
their body positions, and give. the 
necessary impression~ of suddenly 
arrested movement. 


NATIVE FURS 


In the room when I entered, a fox 
lay on the floor. 1 thought it was 
one of the models lying on its side, 
until an assistant came in and carried 
it out by the kind legs, and I saw its 
body sway limply. This was one of 
the foxes from which Mr. Williams 
makes furs, his orders coming by post 
from all over the country. Otters are 
also made up into furs for femininity ; 
badger skins to. keep knees warm in 
the back seats of automobiles, and 
leopard skins transformed into rugs. 


Talking about furs, Mr. Williams 
told me of a _ specimen oí the 
Amazonian rat, the coypu, which his 


father once placed in the window. The 
story went round that it was a big 
rat thajghad been killed in Guinness’s. 
People crowded the pathway outside 
the shop, remarking on its huge yellow 
teeth: ‘‘ Wouldn’t you know it was 
porther he'd been drinking ?” 

The obstruction caused was so great 
that the police moved on the crowd, 
and Williams, Senior, had to move the 
coypu out of the window. Later that 
afternoon a little man came into the 
shop with a very confidential piece of 
information. “Lord Iveagh doesn’t 
want it known, d’ye see?” said he, 
“ but it was my dog helped to kill it.” 


O’FLAHERTY’S SHARK 
One of the high-spots oí the 


Williams’ taxiderming was the day 
that Robert O’Flaherty’s shark arrived. 
You've probably seen that shark—the 
one that was killed in “ Man of Aran.” 
It was a 27-footer. The producer 
wanted it stuffed for exhibition in 
cinema foyers in England. 

When it was uncrated in the back 
premises the smell was high, and some-_ 
one must have objected forcibly to the 
Corporation. Officials arrived and 
told Williams, senior, that the smell 
would have to cease. He would have 
to do something about it. 

“ Do something about it!” he said. 
“And what do you think I’m doing? 
Standing here enjoying it!” 

The big year for naturalists was 1922, 
when, as Mr. Williams told me, the 
guns were handed out. Game had in- 
creased during the period when men 
were shooting one another. Into the 
Williams’ place came that year 2,000 
pheasants and countless ow rousa 
and ducks. Nineteen hundred and 
forty-one is not so good. Sports- 
men cannot get cartridges, and 
jthe import of foreign specimens has 
wirtually ceased. sible hard 
winter will cheer Mr. Williams up, for 
then birds will die in thousands, duck 
will be easier shot, and there is always 
the chance of some rare bird turning 
ail aay the Continent in the search for 


PIGEON AND LIZARD 


Before leaving I had a look at the 
rarest bird.in the shop. This is the 
American Passenger Pigeon, which in 
1870 roamed North America. It is now 
extinct: there is not one specimen 
alive. Mr. Williams bought a whole 
case of worthless birds at a sale merely
